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DETAILED ACTION 

1 . The finality of previous office action is withdrawn from consideration in view of a 
newfound reference. A new ground of rejection based on this new found reference is 
given below. The Office apologizes for the delay. 

Claim Rejections - 35 USC §112 

2. The following is a quotation of the first paragraph of 35 U.S.C. 112: 

The specification shall contain a written description of the invention, and of the manner and process of 
making and using it, in such full, clear, concise, and exact terms as to enable any person skilled in the 
art to which It pertains, or with which it is most nearly connected, to make and use the same and shall 
set forth the best mode contemplated by the inventor, of canying out his invention. 

3. Claims 1 -26 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 112, first paragraph, as falling to 
comply with the written description requirement. The claim(s) contains subject matter 
which was not described in the specification in such a way as to reasonably convey to 
one skilled in the relevant art that the inventor(s), at the time the application was filed, 
had possession of the claimed invention. 

Contradicting to the original disclosure, applicant now claims that the at least one 
of the score indication portions is colored irrespective of the color or colors of the 
uniform. The original claimed invention indicates the displaying score is colored 
according to the color of the team uniform. Such deviafion or negative linnitation is not 
found in the spedfication. 

Claim Rejections - 35 use § 102

of such treaty in the English language. 

5. Claims 1-26 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 102(e) as being clearly anticipated by 
Bowden (US2002/01 49698).
